of last fall had washed out a deen 
hole near the sandbar of which the 
bovs were not aware and the conse- 
quence was that when the three boys 
who were ahead waded out they sud- 
denly 
found 
themselves into deep 


water and although their companions, 
who were close behind, saw the pre- 
dicament in 
which they were and 


realized the danger they were unable 
to do anything to rescue their play- 
mates. 


The little fellows who had escaped 


hurried fur assistance but before any 
one could be summoned the boys were 
swept beyond help. The news of the 
disaster soon spread and a larj,'C crowd 
soon collected and a search was started 
for the bodies of the boys. The acci- 
dent happened at two o'clock and it 
was 3:30 before the last of the 
boys 


had been drugged from their resting 
place on the bottom. 
They were all 


found only a short 
distance 
from 


where the accident happened. 


It is seldom that so small a town as 


Port Edwards is visited by such a dis- 
aster and three homes thrown into the 
gloom that can only be caused by the 
visitation of the angel of death, and 
coming as it did 
without warning 


naturally threw the town into great 
excitement and if possible augmented 
the sorrow 
of 
the grief 
stricken 


parents. 


After the bodies had been recovered 


a 
jury was empaneled by Justice 


Brazeau acting as coroner, the other 
jurymen being E. B. Garrison, C. A. 
Jasperson, B. Millard, \V. A. Brazcati, 
Joseph Sinister and George Scott. 
After deliberating and hearing the 
story of the boys who had been in 
company with the deceased ones they 
brought in a verdict of 
accidental 


drowning. 


Emil Kautz was the son of Stephen 


Kuntz, who is a millwright there, Carl 
Larson is the son of Emil Larson, a 
laborer, and Arthur Palm is the sou of 
Andrew Palm. All were bright little 
fellows and had been in the habit of 
taking care of themselves on such oc- 
casions. The bereaved parents have 
the sympathy of the community in 
their sad 
aliliction. 
The 
funerals 


were held on Tuesday, the bodies of 
Carl Larson and Arthur Palm being 
interred in the morning and that of 
Emil Rant?, in the afternoon.

Tiie petition was eventually filed with 
the county clerk with 1182 signatures 
and a demand made for the issuance 
of the bonds. 


Jly this time, howover, a strong op- 


position had developed to the scheme 
and the consequence was that several 
that had signed the petition withdrew 
their names, and it was then found 
lliat the signers left on the. .rolls were 
less than one half the tax 
payers 


hence the decision by Judge Webb. 


Both the railroad company and the 


county were represented by the best 
legal talent obtainable. 
It is under- 


stood that the case will be appealed 
to a higher court. 


The ease had wrought the people of 


Adams county up 'u a high pilch of 
excitement. 
For several days prior to 


and during the progress of the argu- 
ments, the streets of the little village 
of 
Friendship were crowded with 


people from all parts of the county. 
The feeling was most intense and it 
would have taken but little to have 
precipitated a riot.

The following dispatch Irom Tues- 


day's Milwaukee Sentinel tells of Uie 
proposed combination of the Wiscon- 
sin 
Central and 
Northern Pacilic 


systems, which if perfected would put 
Grand Kapids on another of the larg- 
est railway systems of the world: 


"Chicago, 111...Iline 21.—Several offi- 


cial* of the Chicago Great Western 
and the Wisconsin Central think these 
roads will be merged with the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific sys- 
tems as .soon as the St. Paul I'nion 
Pacilic deal is eonsiimatcd. The ab- 
sorption of these 
lines would be a 


simple proposition, as the directors of 
each and a majority 
of the stock- 


holders have been 
willing, if not 


anxious to exchange their stock for 
shares in the proposed new combine. 
Every consolidation 
of competing 


lines weakens the position of the Wis- 
consin Central and the Chicago Great 
Western, and it would be no easy mat- 
ter to maintain dividends entirely 
from the proceeds of local traffic. 
It 


is said J. J. Hill has been instrumen- 
tal in having the proposed extension 
of 
the Chicago Great 
Western to 


Omaha and Sioux City held up on the 
assurance that a proposition will be 
made to acquire the stock of these 
roads at an early day." 


While the consolidation of capital 


into such 
large combines is not a 


tiling to be lauded, the fact that Grand 
Kapids has, or will soon have, two 
arge 
railway systems besides the 


ibove, will protect us from the averice 
of a great trust as much as it is pos- 
sible '.<> he protected. 
The only ad- 


vantage to this city by the combina- 
tion would be that the new company 
in order to shorten its Hue between 
St. Paul and Chicago might extend 
the Marshlield branch through and 
make it the main line, lints giving the 
city whaievei benefit there would be 
in improved mail, freight and express 
facilities. This might not amount to 
much, but at the same time being on 
the main line is belter than being on 
the branch of a road where the trains 
run in a haphazard manner as at 
present.

Whole Corn Silage. 


Tbe corn for siloing whole should lie 


one of the small flint varieties, planted 
nt the rale of not over twelve quarts'of nu(i 1>0"r 


seed per acre, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
Put the corn in the silo when the seed 
is in milk and take extra precautions 
that if is -well and solidly packed, with- 
out holes or empty corners. Cover with 
buy as suggested. If the work is well 
done, there should result a f.Tlr "quality" 
of silage, but as it takes more work 
to handle it and less corn of the flint 
varieties can be grown per acre than 
the large ensilage corns whole 
corn 


silage costs more per ton than the .cut 
silage. 
Good ensilage will not injure

at home. 
Failure to attend and to 


prepare the work assigned, when at

As teachers will be required to pass 


an examination in agriculture and th 
"Manuel" after Jan. 1, 1902, there wil 
be daily exercises in these subjects 
And, 
as American literature an 


English composition will be added for ^ 
second grade and English literature 
and English history will be added for i 
first grade after July 1, W02, teachers 
should begin preparing on these sub- 
jects. We may be able to give you a 
start in some of the last four and as- 
sist you with some difficulties in any 
of the other second and first grade 
branches. 


Enrollment will lake place at 9 a, 


in. the first day. No enrollment after 
that time unless a satisfactory excuse 
is given.

The animal has 
not yet attained its full growth and 
competent judges say it will probably

about 
twenty-four 
hundred 


weight when it has stopped growing. 
Hector McDonald was imported from 
Scotland last year. The other bull 
is Laval's Heir and is one year old 
and is also a fine specimen of the 
shorthorn breed, being a large, well 
built animal for his age. His falher 
was Lovat's Champion and he was 
bred by Wm. 
Duthrie of Aberdeen, j 


Scotland, and'his mother was imported 
by 11. Carghill & Son of Curghill, 
Ontario. Lovat's Heir gives promise 
of developing into a beautiful animal 
when he has attained 
his growth. 


These two animals alone cost Mr. 
Scott in the neighborhood of S1,5*H) 
and there is no question that in a very- 
few years Mr. Scott will have a heru 
of shorthorns that will be a sight for 
lovers of blooded cattle. Among his 
cows are several animals that have 
taken numerous prix.es at stock fairs 
and their condition ought to prove a 
good example for farmers who wish 
to go into stock 
raising for profit. 


One of the prominent features of the 
shorthorn is his docility and gentle- 
ness, and there is not an animal in 
Mr. Scott's herd that cannot be ap- 
proached and handled with the great- 
est freedom.

a jury was empaneled by Justice 
Brazeau acting as coroner, the other 
jurymen being E. B. Garrison, C. A.

Joseph Shuster and George Scott. 
After deliberating and hearing the 
story- of the bovs who had been in 
companv with the deceased oaes they 
brought in a verdict of accidental 
drowning.

Red Top Kay and Pasture. 


It used to be a custom to sow re/1 


top along with clover for meadows or 
pasture land. It did not reach its best 
condition until the clover had been cut 
for two years, and even until timothy 
had passed its greatest yield, but as it 
was tit to cut for hay about the same 
time as the timothy they were often 
sown together. It would grow on low. 
moisc lands where the clover or timo- 
thy were likely to winter kill, it made 
a strong, smooth turf, and the fine hay. 
when cut early, was relished by ali the 
animals. Seedsmen tell us that the 
sales of red-top seed are growing less. 
and we are very sorry if it is so. As a 
pasture grass a mixture of June grass 
or Kentucky blue grass fpoa pretensis) 
and red top lagrostis vnlgaris). leaves 
but little to be desired, the first being 
early and the red top enduring until 
the late fail. One bushel of each seed 
per acnj gives good results for pasture 
land, though some of the clovers may 
be added to improve the field tlie first 
year or two.—Exehanae.

In disconTinumg the coal range for 


the san-mer soaie c-are is needed for its 
proper preservation. It seems almost 
trite to say mat the last fire should b& 
dutapcxl, ant! the ashes and uusc entire- 
ly removed, but experience has shown 
that this caution is needed. The cress 
should, l-e taken out and the spaces in 
which they fie thoroughly cleaned and 
washed.

" as well as the how to teach, and. as 
there will be regular class exercises, 
you should bring your "Manuals,*' 
pedagogies and text books.
